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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1 .78(a)(6), filed November 20, 2002, to 
accept an unintentionally delayed claim under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19(e) for the benefit of a 
prior-filed nonprovisional Application No. 60/275,858, filed March 14, 2001.

1 .78(a)(5)(iii), The Commissioner may require additional 
information where there is a question whether the delay was 
unintentional.
